10 REPORTED ILLED 
IN NANKING AIR RAID 


U. S. Embassy Jarred by Japa- 
nese Bombs But No Ameri- 
cans Are Hurt.

NANKING, Aug. 20.—The United 
States Embassy was rocked by 
bomb explosions and residences of 
Americans were struck by shrapnel 
today when 14 Japanese bombing 
planes made a twilight raid on the 
capital of China. 

All Americans escaped injury and 
the embassy property was not dam- 
aged. 

The Central Military Academy of 
the Chinese army evidently was the 
objective of the raiders. 

More than 10 Chinese civilians 
were reported killed when the hos- 
pital of the Central University of 
Nanking was set on fire by 
bombs. The university’s library 
also was badly damaged. A few 
Chinese soldiers were wounded by 
bombs falling inside a - military 
barracks. 


BRITAIN HOLDS JAPAN, CHINA 


Stand in Case of Loss of British 
Life or Property.

LONDON, Aug. 20.—Great Bri- 
tain will hold China and Japan re- 
sponsible for loss of British lives 
or damage to British property in 
the Shanghai war zone.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s weekly Cabinet 
meeting discussed at length today 
the Chinese-Japanese situation. One 
Cabinet member said afterward 
that the meeting was told it was a 
Japanese shell that fell on the deck 
of the American cruiser Augusta, 
killing one saior and wounding 18. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 20. — One 
United States sailor was killed and 
18 wounded tonight when an anti- 
aircraft shell struck the after-well 
deck of the cruiser Augusta, flag- 
ship of the United States Asiatic 
fleet. 

The Augusta, flagship of Ad- 
miral Harry E. Yarnell, fleet com- 
mander, has been lying in the 
Whangpoo River a little down- 
stream from the heart of the In- 
ternational Settlement, covering 
the evacuation of American refu- 
gees from Shanghai. 

The shell fell from a high angle. 
Both Japanese and Chinese artil- 
lery and anti-aircraft batteries had 
been firing furiously through the 
late afternoon and into the night. 

The sailor killed was Freddie 
John Falgout of Raceland, ‘Fla. 
None of the 18 wounded was seri- 
ously hurt. 

The shell struck the Augusta at 
6:40 p. m., when Japanese and Chi- 
nese guns were roaring on both 
banks of the Whangpoo and from 
warships on the river. 

Shortly before the Augusta was 
struck three big shells, thought to 
have come from Chinese guns con- 
cealed on rooftops in the Northern 
Chapei area, plunged into the river 


The Augusta’s crew of 800 imme- 
diately was ordered to take shelter 
below decks. The crews of other 
American and foreign warships on 
the Whangpoo took similar action. 

Shortly after the Augusta was hit 
another shell fell less than 100 
yards astern on the Pootung side 
of the river. 

The Augusta stood by aarlier in 
the day as two United States de- 
stroyers and Dollar Line tenders 
carried 1000 American refugees 
down the river to board the liner 
President Hoover for Manila.

Shortly after 10 p. m. Japanese 
warships on the Whangpoo and 


Chinese batteries to the south of 
the International Settlement, trad- 
ed shells from big-caliber guns. Un- 
der the detonations, Shanghai 
rocked as though shaken by an 
earthquake. 

The artillery engagement was the 
fiercest of the eight-day battle for 
Shanghai. 

A large section of the Hongkew 
district to the north was burning 
furiously. This section is now large- 
ly Japanese. Heavy shelling by big 
guns, searching out the shore po- 
sitions of the Japanese Marines, 
was largely responsible for the 
Hongkew blaze. The famous As- 
tor Hotel, and the Japanese and 
Soviet consulates were threatened. 

Flames Spread, Unchecked. : 

The fires spread unchecked, 
for the fire companies of the 
International Settlement had ail 
been withdrawn from the battle- 
zone, which most of Hongkew has 
become, At nightfall, fires seemed 
to circle along the whole horizon, 
as seen from tall buildings on 
Shanghai’s famous Bund. 

Among the buildings reported de- 
stroyed in Hongkew was a paint 
factory belonging to the American 
Sherwin-Williams Co. 

Japanese naval sources declared 
the Chinese fired the houses to cov- 
er a retreat, but other sources said 
Japanese had fired many Hongkew 
buildings to smoke out the Chinese. 

Independent reports from the bat- 
tle area said Chinese had not yield- 
ed an inch of their gains, and that 
the Chinese attack had split the 
Japanese lines. 

The Japanese forces at Liuho at- 
tempted to land from transports 
under cover of a warship bombard- 
ment but were compelled to return 
to their ships by the fire from the 
Chinese positions.

As a Dollar Line tender, bearing

tered from the majestic Augusta.

Japanese warships nearby unloosed 
a savage barrage of anti-aircraft 
fire that made the river dangerous 
with flying shrapnel. 

Women and Children Calm. 

A small guard of American ma- 
rines smiled nonchalantly as 
showers of lead whizzed overhead. 
The American women and children 
on the tender displayed calmness 
and courage under fire. 

At the first burst of shell fire 
the commanding officer ordered 
full speed ahead. A few minutes 

\ behind the Hoover’s tender came 
the American destroyers, loaded to 
the guard rails with refugees. 

Some of the refugees crouched 
behind the gun turrets for protec- 
tion from the shrapnel and machine 
gun bullets. 

After an hour’s voyage, the 
refugees reached ~the President 
Hoover, ready to take them to 
safety. 

The liner weighed anchor for 
Manila and headed down the 
Yangtze. 

In spite of official insistence on 
their departure, many American 
women have declared their inten- 

tion of staying. Some of them have 
organized relief work for wounded 
Chinese soldiers and the thousands 
of Chinese refugees. 
Warning to Japanese. 

United States naval authorities 
warned the Japanese fleet today 
they would allow no interference 
with navigation of the Whangpoo 
River. 

It was the second time in as 
many days American naval officials 
had told the Japanese navy it must 
allow the United States unrestricted 
use of the Whangpoo—the only ave- 
nue of escape for foreigners flee- 
ing from the battle in Shanghai. 

The Japanese navy, despite its 
rebuff yesterday, today asked Unit- 
ed States naval officials to give 
Japan advance notice whenever 
they wished to navigate the Whang- 
poo after dark.

CHINESE ATTACK 
ON THREE FRONTS 
IN PEIPING AREA 


Eleven Divisions Reported 
on Move, Two Columns 
Advancing Toward Tien- 
tsin and Old Capital.

PEIPING, Aug. 20. 
armies were reported 
launched a general offensive on 


three fronts today to wrest North 
China from the Japanese. 

Eleven full divisions of the 
Chinese regular army were reported 
engaged in the sweeping attack 
against the Japanese. While two 
parallel] columns struck northward 
against Peiping and Tientsin, a 
third army was holding the Jap- 
anese at bay in the great wall pass 
just north of Nankow. 

Behind ‘iis northern army at 
Nankow, another was sweeping to 
the east to cut off the Japanese rear 
and isolate them in the northeast 
section of Hopeh province, where 
they have consvlidated their con- 
trol. 

100,000 to 150,000 Chinese. 

Between 100,000 and 150,000 
Chinese soldiers must be engaged 
in North China—a force equal, if 
not greater, than the army Japan 
has poured into the area since the 
first clash west of Peiping July 7 
touched off the undeclared Chinese- 
Japanese war. 

Two Chinese divisions were said 
to be advancing against Tientsin 
with their vanguard already en- 
trenched at Yangliutsing, only 10 
miles west of the headquarters of 
the Japanese army in North China. 

Sixty miles west a parallel col- 
umn was advancing against the 
strong Japanese positions at 
Lianghsiang, 20 miles southwest of 
Peiping. Three regular army divi- 
sions were said to be in this column. 

Reinforcements were rushed to 
the south and a strong secondary 
Japanese position was built up at 
Changsintien, midway between 
Peiping and Lianghsiang. A hun- 
dred American-made motor trucks 
in the service of the Japanese army 
roared through Peiping this morn- 
ing in a southwesterly direction. 

Japanese Held Back 

Three Chinese divisions stubborn- 
ly held back a major Japanese 
force, heavily mechanized and sup- 
ported by artillery, before Nankow 
pass. Chinese couriers said the 
Japanese had taken the secondary 
gates of all the passes 30 miles 
north of here and had forced their 
van about one-fourth or one-third 
of the way into the 15-mile Nankow 
pass. 

Pressing eastward from Kalgan 
were three Chinese divisions seek- 
ing to cut off the Japanese army 
from its base in Manchoukuo. One 
division was reported to be at Chi- 
cheng and two at Tushihkow, both 
of which are almost due north of 
Peiping and inside the northern 
loop of the great wall.

A bill to seal loopholes in the 
revenue laws as a means of pre- 
venting tax avoidance and evasion 
received final congressional ap- 
proval today and went to the White 
House for the President’s signature. 
The House completed congressional 
action by approving minor Senate 
amendments. 

Judiciary Amendment Proposed. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
offered a constitutional amendment 
today for compulsory retirement of 
future Supreme Court Justices at 
75 years of age and to prohibit 
them from holding political offices 
after once serving on the court. 

Connally, an opponent of the 
Roosevelt court bill, said in a state- 
ment accompanying his proposal 
that any one who accepts service 
on the court “should forever give 
up any political ambition.” He 
said his amendment would remove 
“any possible temptation for a Jus- 
tice of the court to render political 
opinions in the hope of furthering 
his candidacy for President, or 
other high station.” 

His proposal for compulsory re- 
tirement at 75 years of age would 
not affect present Justices, but 
would apply to those appointed in 
the future. 

Not for many years has there 
been so little major legislation in 
the mill at a session’s close. It 
happened this time only because 


‘most of the controversial problems 


were postponed until the next ses- 
sion. 

It was this procrastination which 
provided the only worry for tired 
legislators as they looked forward 
with relief to adjournment. They 
wondered whether it would cause 
President Roosevelt to call them 
back into a special session two 
months hence, 

Sugar Bill Sent ‘to President. 

House acceptance of a revised 
sugar control] bill today sent the 
controverted legislation to the 
White House. The measure, which 
came before both bodies in a con- 
ference report was approved by the 
Senate yesterday. 

It carried a provision restricting 
refined sugar imports from Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico during the first 
26 months of the three-year bill and 
was designed to replace the expir- 
ing sugar production and market- 
ing stabilization law. 

Previously President Roosevelt 
indicated he would not accept a 
measure with restrictions on re- 
fined shipments from the island 
possessions on the ground they 
would be “discriminatory.” 

Sponsors said they thought that 
provision for lifting the restric- 
tions March 1, 1940. would’ = win 
presidential approval for the meas- 
ure. 

The measure was accepted by a 
standing vote of 198 to 23, indicat- 
ing, sponsors said, that it could be 
passed in the House over a presi- 
dential veto. 

Agreement on Flood Bill. 

The Senate completed congres- 
sional action on legislation author- 
izing $34,177,000 of new flood con- 
trol projects, chiefly in the Ohio 
River Valley. 

The Senate adopted a conference 
report on the legislation after Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley of Kentucky 
said he would not make formal ob- 
jection to House changes. The bill 
now goes to the White’ House. 

As finally approved \it requires 
cities or other benefiting localities 
to bear right of way and other land 
costs for flood projects except that

Shells Fall About Augusta. 

The war came closer to Ameri- 
cans as one anti-aircraft shell 
struck the cruiser Augusta, flagship 
of the United Sttaes Asiatic Fleet, 
killing one sailor and wounding 18. 

Three big caliber shells, appar- 
ently from batteries in Chapei near- 
ly struck the Augusta as she lay in 
the river a little downstream from 
the heart of the International Set- 
tlement. 

At dark, a Japanese cruiser, with 
all her lights blanked out, anchored 
close behind the Augusta, appar- 
ently preparing to bombard Chi- 
nese shore positions in Pootyng 
during the darkness. 

Military men estimated that more 
than 150,000 soldiers were engaged, 
with the Japanese fighting a des- 
perate defensive to keep from be- 
ing pushed into the river. More 
than 100,000 of the fighters are 
Chinese. 

Bombing planes of both, armies 
carried the battle far from the 
Whangpoo banks. The Japanese air 
force bombed the north station of 
the Shanghai-Nanking railroad, 
which is immediately adjacent to 
the defense lines thrown about the 
International Settlement by United 
States Marines. 


U. S. Marines Reinforced. 


In anticipaton of further air 
bombings of the International Set- 
tlement, police ordered Shanghai's 
waterfront Bund cleared and all 
side streets blocked off. 

The Fourth Regiment of the Unit- 
ed States Marines erected barbed- 
mire barriers and sand bag barri- 
cades around their headquarters. 
Additional portable barriers were 
held in readiness. About 2000 ma- 
rines hold the northwestern boun- 
dary of the International Settle- 
ment along Soochow Creek. They 
form almost a third of the foreign 
guard. 


An additional 100 American ma- | 


rines were brought to Shanghai 
from the Philippines by the liner 
President Hoover. As the liner 
turned outward to sea the marines 
were brought up the Whangpoo un- 


der continuing Japanese and Chi- 
nese fire. The marines took noth- 
ing for granted. The minute their 
tender touched the jetty an auto- 
matic rifle detachment took up po- 
sitions to protect the landing of 
their comrades. 

After only a matter of minutes 
the detachment was loaded on wait- 
ing trucks and speeded to the 
American sector where it took up 
positions. Natives joined the for- 
eign population in givng the ma- 
rines an ovation along the route. 
The detachment is commanded by 
Capt. R. P. Coffman of Philadel- 
phia, with First Lieutenant M. A. 
Cramer of Marmath, N. D., second 
in command. 

Mobs Grow in Frenchtown. 

A curtain of smoke covered 
Shanghai and Chinese mobs grew 
increasingly threatening. French 
soldiers mounted machine guns 
about the Japanese Ambassador’s 
residence in the French concession. 

Fearing Chinese might try to 
rush the building, the French or- 
dered the steel gates barred and 
placed armed guards on every 
nearby corner. 

An estimated 1,000,000 starving 
Chinese, driven from their homes 
by the fighting, are roving the 
streets of Shanghai, begging for 
food and shelter. The French con- 
cession is already overcrowded with 
refugees and the tide of homeless 
fugitives presents a grave problem. 

With the increasing danger in 
the foreign areas of shell splinters 
from Chinese and Japanese anti-air- 
craft guns, persons whose business 
takes them into the streets are 
wearing steel helnfets. Among the 
first to take such precautions were 
the Chinese Government telegraph 
messengers, who were outfitted in 
green-colored helmets resembling 
those worn by American marines. 

Prisoners in Peril. 

Independent reports from the bat- 
tle area at noon said the Chinese 
thrust yesterday afternoon split the 
Japanese midway on their line. 
Before nightfall it had swirled 
about the Ward Road jail within a 
few hundred yards of the Whang- 
poo. 

Telephone messages from British 
warders remaining at their posts in 
the jail said the prison was sur- 
rounded by the fighting, which had 
taken on a desperate house-to-house 
and hand-to-hand character. The 
whole area was raked by rifle and 
machine fun fire. 

The Ward Road jail is the chief 
prison for the International Set- 
tlement, and has room for 8000 
prisoners.

BIG DAIRIES ADVANCE MILK 
PRICE TO 14 CENTS A QUART 


Cream Increased to 32 Cents a 
Pint; Higher Operating Costs 
Cited. 


Prices of milk and cream were 
raised today by the larger dairies. 
Milk went up a cent to 14 cents a 
quart and 9 cents a pint. Cream 
was raised to 32 cents a pint, an 
increase of 2 cents. The half-pint 
price remained at 16 cents. 

Prices of certified milk, butter- 
milk and cheeses remained the 
same. Grade A milk, raised a cent, 
now sells for 17 cents a quart. The 
chocolate drink was also raised a 
cent to 14 cents a quart. Whip- 
ping cream was raised 4 cents a 
pint, the price now »eing 40 cents. 

J. William Hagemeyer, secretary- 
treasurer of the Pevely Dairy Co., 
issued a statement in which he 
said higher prices paid farmers 
and increased operating costs ne- 
cessitated the price change. Part 
of the increase was attributed to 
the Social Security tax and to the 
city tax of 4 cents on each 100 
pounds of milk sold in St. Louis to 
provide funds for inspection under 
the standard milk control ordi- 
nance of the United States Public 
Health Service. Farmers are re- 
ceiving an average of 28 cents a 
hundred pounds more than at this 
time last year and wage increases 
have amounted to about 10 per 
cent, Hagemeyer said.

Her husband had explained he 
named her Senator only until a 
special election could be held to fill 
Black’s unexpired term. 


She was escorted to the Vice- 
President’s desk by Senator Bank- 
head, senior Senator from Alabama. 


Mrs. Caraway (Dem.), Arkansas, 
the only other woman Senator, sat 
in Black’s old seat, in the center of 
the Democratic side of the cham- 
ber. 

The new Senator was assigned 1 
back corner seat on the Republican 
side of the chamber. This section, 
generally known as the “Cherokee 
Strip,” is used by the Democratic 
overflow. 

Mrs. Graves said she had made 
no plans for office help. Friends 
said she probably would return to 
Alabama soon after adjournment. 

Mrs. Graves will serve until a 
special election April 26 next to 
name a Senator to fill Black’s un- 
expired term, which ends in Jan- 
uary, 1939. 

The Governor said Mrs, Graves 
would not be a candidate, and that 
the Alabama Constitution barred 
him from the race. 

The State Democratic Committee, 
he said, would call a primary some 
time after Feb. 1 to nominate a can- 
didate for the April 26 election. 
Graves said that immediately after 
the primary he would appoint the 
Democratic nominee to the Senate 
to succeed Mrs. Graves. 

Meets President’s Secretary. 

Gov. Graves arrived here last 
night with Mrs. Graves and con- 
ferred at length yesterday with 
Marvin H. McIntyre, secretary to 
the President. 

The Governor made the an- 
nouncement after a two-hour con- 
ference with Black, Bankhead, and 
Edwin A. Halsey, secretary of the 
Senate. He said a primary called 
this year would be unfair because 
approximately 100,000 voters had 
failed to pay their poll tax. This 
is an “off year” for elections. 

Mrs. Graves expressed gratitude 
for “the privilege of serving the 
present age” when she learned that 
she is to be Senator.

20.—Deputy Sheriff W. A. Garren 
announced last night he had served 
a warrant charging T. D. Hazle- 
wood of Miami Beach, Fla., with 
murder and a criminal attack after 
the body of his 12-year-old step- 
daughter, Gloria Hauser, was found 
near here Tuesday at the bottom of 
a 120-foot ravine. 

Coroner Bruce Cox quoted two 
passersby as saying they came upon 


Hazlewood crawling on his hands 
and knees from the edge of the 
ravine, crying: “For God’s sake, 
save my child.” 

Since he was found in an appar- 
ently dazed condition, Hazelwood 
has been under treatment for ner- 
vous shock at a hospital here. The 
warrant, Garren said, was served 
on the patient in his room. Garren 
said that when he read the war- 
rant to Hazelwood he snatched it 
out of his hands, and cried: “That’s 
preposterous.” 

Later, Mrs. Hazelwood, who ar- 
rived here from Indianapolis, Ind., 
questioned her husband in his room, 

Mrs. Hazelwood, and a brother, 
Henry G. Dollman of Indianapolis, 
left by train last night for Indian- 
apolis with the child’s body. 

Garren said Hazelwood either 
“couldn’t, or wouldn’t answer our 
questions.” Coroner Cox said that 
an autopsy was performed on the 
child’s body Wednesday night and 
that evidence was found of a recent 
attack. He said five buttons ap- 
parently torn from the child’s dress 
were found in the deep ravine. 

The coroner said Hubert Barnett, 
an oil salesman, and Everett Wil- 
liams, of Hendersonville, found 
Hazelwood crawling from the edge 
of the ravine Tuesday. He quoted 
them as saying they crept down 
into the steep gorge and found the 
girl’s shoes at the bottom. The 
body was about 50 feet up the 
incline, the coroner reported. 

Barnett, who took Hazelwood to 
the hospital, was quoted by the 
coroner as saying Hazelwood told 
him on the way that the girl was 
standing on the bridge throwing 
rocks, that he went to get her some 
more rocks and on returning found 
her missing. 

Hazelwood formerly was an ath- 
lete at Butler University in Indian- 
apolis. He was on the varsity foot- 
ball team and active in social affairs 
while a student at Butler. 

Hazelwood is the third husband 
of the former Maxine Dollman of 
Indianapolis. He enrolled at Butler 
after she was divorced from Mau- 
rice Hosier, a fraternity brother of 
Hazelwood. Her first husband and 
father of Hazelwood’s step-daugh- 
ter was Edgar Hauser, head of a 
building firm in Indianapolis. 

The Hazelwoods had stopped off 
at Hendersonville to spend a few 
weeks when en route from Miami 
Beach, where they had lived the 
last two winters, to Indianapolis.

Opinion by Missouri Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s Office Says They Are 
Subject to Penalties. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 10.— 
Theater “surprise nights” and “sim- 
ilar schemes” in which a drawing 
is held with a prize going to the 
winner, are subject to penalties un- 
der the State lottery laws, Franklin 
E. Reagan, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, held today. 

The opinion was asked by Walter 
G. Stillwell, Prosecuting Attorney 
for Marion County. 

Reagan pointed out that a lottery 


is a scheme “wherein anything of 
value is, for a consideration, al- 
lotted by chance.” 

“We note that the winner is to 
be determined by a drawing made 
up from names taken from a book 
or register in the lobby of the the- 
ater, People, in order to participate, 
are required to go to the theater to 
register. We think thi’ require- 
ment is sufficient to constitute con- 
sideration,” the opinion said. 


JUSTICE OF PEACE HART: 
RULED OUT OF OFFICE 


Denounced by County Court 
for Advertising for Mar- | 
riage Business. 


The appointment of George R, 
Hart as a Justice of the Peace was 
declared null and void by the Coun- 
ty Court of St. Louis County today 
after a resolution condemning his 
activity as a “marrying justice” 
had been adopted. 

The action was taken by Associ~ 
ate Judges Eugene G. Tighe and 
William E. Lauer after they had 


received an opinion from County 
Counselor George E. Heneghan that 
Hart’s appointment by a County 
Court of other members Dec. 28, 
1934, was irregular since the pe- 
tition for the appointment did not 
meet statutory requirements. 

Hart, who widely advertises his 
services as a performer of expe- 
ditious marriages at St. Charles 
and Natural Bridge roads, is de- 
clared in the resolution of the 
court to have “persistently, defiant- 
ly and arrogantly engaged in ne- 
farious and unethical conduct” by 
soliciting persons who wished to 
be married. 

The resolution strongly condemns 
his activities in reaching Illinois 
pairs wishing to evade that state's 
new law requiring physical exami- 
nation of applicants for a marriage 
license in an effort to stamp out 
venereal diseases. 

Heneghan held that the order ap~ 
nting Hart was illegal because 
the petition to the County Court of 
15 taxpayers asking for his appoint- 
ment did not set out that they were 
“qualified voters” as required by 
law. The petition also failed to 
state that the signers resided five 
or more miles from an elected Jus- 
tice of Peace, which Heneghan said 
Was necessary. 

Although tke appointment was 
made without legal authority, the 
counselor said, Hart’s acts as a Jus- 
tice of the Peace may not be col- 
laterally attacked and legality of 
marriages performed by him is not 
subject to question.

Koch answered: “The speaker hung 
up, and right away I called and 
asked the operator where it came 
from. She said it came from the 
Weirton Steel Co. private telephone 
exchange.” 

Prior to the opening of the fifth 
day of the hearing on the Labor 
Board’s complaint, Armstrong said 
he would call witnesses later to re- 
fute the testimony of the board’s 
witnesses,, 

Long Hearing Forecast. 

John W. Porter, Labor Board at- 
torney, said the hearing might con- 
tinue “into months.” 

Weirton counsel insisted yester- 
day that union organizers were at- 
tempting to “pillory” industry by 
their testimony, which he charged 
they did not substantiate. 

Yesterday, two organizers of the 
Steel Workers Committee testified 
they were beaten and spent several 
days in the hospital because of 
their efforts to organize the 12,000 
mill workers. 

Paul Rusen, a sub-regional di- 
rector of the Stee] Workers’ Organ- 
izing Committee, said he was beat- 
en the day after a car with bright 
yellow wheels tried four times to 
wreck his machine. 

Machine Ditched. 

Richard Riser of Steubenville, his 
assistant and a former Weirton em- 
ploye, said his.machine was ditched 
and he was attacked by § several 
men. 

Both attacks, they testified, oc- 
curred last year shortly after the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion formed the SWOC. 

Rusen testified he was beaten in 
July in Steubenville, O., where he 
said he was forced to hold his or- 
ganization meetings because “we 
couldn’t meet in Weirton.” The 
steel company’s main plant is in 
Weirton. 

He and a mechanic were testing 
his car following the attempted col- 
lision, he testified, continuing: 

“I had my back to the door and 
at an intersection I felt the door 
open. It had been pulled open. 
There were five or six of them. I 
was dragged out of the car and 
beaten and kicked.” He said he 
rolled under the car to “keep from 
getting killed.” 

The mechanic fled and the at- 
tackers drove away, Rusen testi- 
fied. 

He said he asked police to find 
as Ee aet abted: 

o y I know no attempt 
has been made to do so. I talked 
to people living in the houses be- 
side where I was beaten, but they 
told me they were warned if they 
ever said anything about it their 
homes would be blown sky high.” 

Ov 
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Joe Haver, the mechanie who | 


was with him when he was at- 
tacked, later told him, Rusen testi- 
fied, that the men had “warned if 
he ever said anything he'd be 
killed.”’ 

Ruser said he was attacked near 
Hollidays Cove, adjoining Weirton 
on the Ohio River, around last La- 
bor day, 

“One hig man came up to me,” 
he related, “I don’t know what he 
had in his hand. He raised his hand 
and that’s the last I remembered. 
I was in the hospital several days.” 


Rusen said several mill workers 
had asked him to come to Weirton. 
“We couldn’t meet in Weirton,” he 
continued. “We met in Steuben- 
ville, but they watched us too close- 
ly there and finally we held our 
meetings out in the woods.”

Six Lines Affected by Action 
in New York Labor 
Controversy.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—A strike 
against six coastwise steamship 
lines was called today by the Na- 
tional Maritime Union, an affiliate 
of the Committee for Industria! Or- 
ganization. 

Union officials said the lines had

A Coroner’s inquest in the death 
of Mrs, Julia Stewart, who was 
burned in a rooming-house fire at 
4249 McPherson avenue yesterday, 
was opened today, but continued 
until tomorrow because police have 
been unable to find other residents 
of the house who have taken new 
lodgings.

Among witnesses wanted is Mrs. 
George Walton, operator of the 
rooming house. The fire started 
when she lighted kindling in the

Police ‘reported there were 16 oc- 
cupantg of the house but not all] 
were there when the firg broke 
out at 7:55 a.m. Mrs. Stewart, 84 
years old, wag trapped in her sec- 
ond-floor room.

Two persons injured in escaping 
from the house remained in serious 
condition today at City Hospital. 
They are Mrs. Walton’s husband, 
a painter, and Mrs. Stella Camp- 
bell, one-time movie actress.

T’S DIFFERENT with Londos 

—he needs no sympathy. Seat- 
ed for six years on what passed 
for the world wrestling throne, 
Londos is reputed to have earned 
more than a million dollars. That 
may be exaggeration but he cer- 
tainly rolled up a considerable 
fortune. 

In one year he “defended his 
title” more than 100 times. On 
some occasions he played to huge 
houses. His major appearances 
in this city drew out big crowds 
at times and it is almost belittling 
his percentage to estimate that 
he averaged $2000 a show. Make 
it even $1000, and over a space 
of six years you can see that his 
earnings must have exceeded a 
half a million dollars. 

What Jimmy wants with this 
wrestling title we can’t under- 
stand. The “championship” is 
more or less a myth and is tacked 
on to wrestling displays merely 
to lend a fictitious interest. 
There's little glory in the title, 
although it may be some financial 
play. 

In the present instance there 
are several claimants to the ti- 
tle and you can take your pick 
which is the leader or who Jim- 
my will have to toss to regain the 
crown.

Rodak-Wilson Draw Steals Show

TWO ROOSEVELTS TALK 
10 YOUNG DEMOCRATS 


President’s Wife and Son, 
James, Acclaimed at In- 
dianapolis Convention. 


By the Associatea Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 20.— 
Mrs. Frankln D. Roosevelt and her 
son, James, appearing on the plat- 
form today as speakers at the third 
biennial convention of the Young 
Democratic Clubs of America, re- 
ceived an ovation from the organi- 
zation which has twice aided in 
electing President Roosevelt. 
Mrs. Roosevelt and James Roose- 
velt delivered the principal speeches 
at the convention’s opening session. 
He introduced his mother with 
these words: “I give you a lady 
who knows all about young Demo- 
crats for she has had five of them.” 
“In your communities,” Mrs. 
Roosevelt told the delegates, “you 
can form public opinion and in a 
democracy it is public opinion that 
counts.” 
She adjured the young Democrats 
“to work at being patriotic citi- 
zens.” 
Roosevelt, delivering the keynote 
address, said that “in four short 
months your party transferred a 
pseudo-democracy that couldn’t 
work into a real democracy that 
did work.” 
“In four short years,” he con- 
tinued, “it has not only pulled the 
country out of the sluugh of de- 
spond but actually has rebuilt it on 
a higher and firmer ground than it 
occupied in the lush days of 1929 
itself.” 
The son of President Roosevelt 
who serves his father as secretary, 
said the country had been rebuilt 
by “re-direction, given by common 
sense governmental policy, to that 
constant willingness of the great 
majority of people to work hard 
and play the game with each oth- 
er.” 


“The difference between our peo- 
ple in March, 1933, and in August, 
1937,” he said, “is a difference in 
direction only—in direction by gov- 
ernment and our party can be 
everlastingly ‘proud that it proved 
its faith that there is a way to give 
our people that direction without 
asking them to surrender their de- 
mocracy as the price of security.” 

Roosevelt said young people 
should rally to the Democratic 
party because it believes “a democ- 
racy is not compelled to be fatalis- 
tic about the economic cycle any 
more than about yellow fever or 
the bubonic plague.” 

“It is our job,” he said “to make 
good in this country the promise of 
tomorrow’s world, but building a 
better nation is not blowing S 
dream castle from soap bubbles. It 
is the hardest work man does. To 
make progress in our generation 
will take all the devotion and ener- 
gy of the thousands of you dele- 
gates present, co-ordinated and 
given direction through this organ- 
ization, fitted to our hand if we 
have the will and wit to use it.” 

Paul Williams of Columbia, Mo., 
announced his withdrawal from the 
race for president of the Young 
Democrats and pledged his support 
to Pitt Tyson Maner of Montgom- 
ery, Ala. 

Another leading contender, Alvin 
C. Johnson of Indianapolis, said he 
had the support of Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Farley. Farley is due here to- 


night to address the convention.

“Assessor Certifies 230,982 State- 
ments to Comptroller’s 
Office. 

Individual and corporation tax 

bills to the number of 230,982, for 
a total of $27,427,212.86 city-state- 
school taxes payable before the end 
of 1937, have been issued by City 
Assessor Ralph Coale, who com- 
pleted today the sending of the bills 
to the Comptroller’s office. 
The bills, computed at the tax 
rate of $2.77 or $100 valuation, are 
based on an assessment of $990,220,- 
430, of which $893,112,090 is on real 
estate and $97,118,340 on personal 
property. This assessment total 
does not include utility properties, 
to be assessed by the State Board 
of Equalization, except for the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., which is as- 
sessed locally. The Bgard of 
Equalization last year added about 
$47,500,000 to the Assessor’s figures. 
Last year the number of bills sent 
by the Assessor to the Comptroller 
was 229,579, on a total assessm cnt 
of $987,562,000. The bills, after be- 
ing checked by the Comptroller's 
office, will be sent to the Collector, 
who wil] make out bills and send 
them to taxpayers, in October. 
Those paying on or before Nov. 30 
will receive a discount of 1 per 
cent. After that there will be no 
discount.

The target of fiery criticism over 
his recent acceptance of an al- 
leged “pension-grabbing” post as 
assistant counsel for the Transit 
Commission, Walker smiled and 
waved. It took three policemen to 


rescue him from his admirers and 
escort him inside for his appoint- 
ment with Mayor Fiorello H. La 
Guardia.

Second Stages. 


Paresis is more common among 
Negroes than among whites either 
because the Negro in the early 
stages of syphilis is neglected or 
because State hospitals are not do- 
ing their job properly, Dr. E. L. 
Younge of Lakin, W. Va., told the 
convention of the National Medi- 
cal Association yesterday. The 
gathering of Negro physicians, 


dentists and pharmacists at Sum- 
né@ High School ended today. 


Although paresis has been taking 
a great toll for thousands of years, 
Dr. Younge pointed out, not until 
1906 to 1910 did science discover 
an approach to its treatment. Of 
the half million patients in mental 
institutions today, he asserted, 15 


per cent are paretics, The number 


is increasing because syphilis is in- 
creasing. 


Early Treatment Important. 
The only way to treat paresis is 
to treat the first and second stages 
of syphilis properly, he declared. 
Although both artificial fever and 


insulin shock therapy have been 
|used at his institution, it has not 
been possible to prolong the life of 
paretics more than three or four 
ory 


Dr. Younge urged that state hos- 
pitals set up clinics in all parts of 
|their states in co-operation with 
| Aner institutions. The family doc- 
| tor must be interested, he empha- 
| Sized. Many physicians are so lit- 
|tle interested in mental problems 
that they never visit institutions 
for the insane, he said. 


Although the true paretic is cer- 


tain to die, many borderline cases 
could be saved, he asserted, but in- 
sisted that such cases should be 
sterilized since “no mental incompe- 
tent has the right to reproduce his 
kind.” 

Meeting Favors Birth Control. 


The action of the executive board 


| of the medical association in indors- 
_ing birth control under medical su- 


pervision was approved late yes 
terday by the house of delegates, 
composed of representatives of 
units in the national body.

The Tuberculosis Problem. 

Speaking before the National As 
sociation of Colored Graduate 


|Nurses, Dr. G. Hamilton Francis 
of Norfolk, Va., said the tubercu- 
'losis mortality among Negroes 


| stands today at the level of the 
white mortality 25 years ago. Al- 
though tuberculosis is seventh 
among causes of deaths of white 
persons, it is second in the colored 
population. 

“The Negro must still look to 
white people, whether as legislators, 
employers or administrators for 
the solution or amelioration of most 
of his problems, and this is partic- 
ularly true in the matter of public 
health service,” he asserted. 

Adequate hospital facilities are 
doubly important in dealing with 
the Negro tuberculosig problem, he 
continued. Most Negroes live in 
greatly overcrowded quarters where 
an open case of tuberculosis often 
exposes relatively large numbers of 
persons to the disease, he pointed 
out. 

“Certainly if there are two dis- 
eases the Negro should know in all 
their manifestations and for which 
he should be eternally on the look- 
out, they are tuberculosis and syph- 
ilis, which with high infant mor- 
tality make up the pathological tri- 
dent on which the race is  im- 
paled,” Dr. Francis declared. 

Need for Education. 

The so-called indifference of the 
Negro is largely due to ignorance, 
he continued. The Negro is also in- 
clined to self-medication, which 
means not only a waste of money 
'but worse still a loss of time, he 
| added. 

Objectives of nursing were dis- 
cussed in a paper by Miss Lula G. 
Warlick of Philadelphia, read by 
Miss Mabel C. Northcross. Hospi- 
tals have profited too long at the 
expense of the nurses’ educafion by 
showing little concern for the long 
hours or lack of guidance given the 
student, she declared. Eetter hous- 
ing for students has been provided 
in recent years by nurses’ schools. 
There is also a trend toward short- 
er working hours.

MECHANIZED ARMY 
PROVES EFFICIENCY 


Four-Day War Maneuvers in 
Minnesota End With ‘Bat- 
tle’ and ‘Truce.’ 


By the Associated Press, 
CAMP RIPLEY, Minn., Aug. 20.— 
Weary troops trudged back into 


camp yesterday after four days of 
maneuvers that military officials 
said proved the efficiency of a new 
“streamlined” motorized army divi- 
sion. 

After a truce climaxed the hypo- 
thetical encounter between “Blue” 
and “Green” divisions yesterday 
morning, Major-General George 5S. 
Simonds of San Francisco, com- 
mander of the Fourth Army, said 
the maneuvers demonstrated that 
the mechanized army “functioned 
smoothly and well.” 

A major purpose of the maneu- 
vers was to test the motorized 
forces which operate under a direct 
command headed by Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Campbell B. Hodges of Fort 
Snelling, Minn. The opposing army, 
commanded by Major-General 
Mathew Tinley of Council Bluffs, 
Ia., was divided into brigades, each 
headed by a Brigadier-General. 

In long marching columns, the 
15,000 troops of the Seventh Provi- 
sional] “Streamlined” force and the 
Thirty-fourth National Guard divi- 
sion, trailed into the reservation all 
through the afternoon. 

The four-day maneuvers came off 
wthout a serious casualty. Camp 
surgeons said there were a few 
prostrations and cases of illness. 

Major-Genera] Stanley H. Ford, 
Omaha, commander of the Seventh 
Corps Area, joined Gen. Simonds in 
praising the work of the troops. 

“National Guard and regular col- 
umns showed definite improve- 
ment,” said the General. “The

Bruno Mussolini, Dictator’s Son, 
Co-Pilot in One of Eight 
Italian Planes.

ISTRES, France, Aug. 20. — A 
fleet of Europe’s fastest planes 
started from here tonight in a race 
to Damascus and back for prizes 
totaling 3,000,000 francs (about $112,-

BOSTON, Aug. 20. Gov. 
Charles F. Hurley declared last 
night he would ask that further 


printing of a Massachusetts guide- 
book, prepared as a Works Pro- 
gress Administration project, be 
held up - ending a full review by 
the State Librarian. 

State Librarian Dennis A. Dooley 
asserted: “Publication of ~ book 
of this character warranted the ap- 
pointment of an editorial board, or 
at least some State official, to ap- 
prove the manuscript to prevent 
injection of propaganda.” 

Chief criticism was directed at 
treatment of the case of Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, 
who were executed in 1927 for mur- 
der. Dooley said he would recom- 
mend deletion of this passage. 

The history drew 41 lines, com- 
pared with only nine for the Bos- 
ton tea party. 

Reference to Sacco-Vanzetti. 

“Sacco and Vanzetti,” the guide 
said, “had become for a new gen- 
eration ... the classic example of 
t administration of justice to 
members of unpopular political 
minorities. It is widely believed 
that although legal forms were ob- 
served, the determining factor ... 
was the affiliation of the two men 
with an unpopular minority po- 
litical group.” 

When these passages were called 
to Hurley’s attention, a spokesman 
declared the Governor “does not 
agree with many cf the passages” 
and “believes these passages are 
expressions of facts as interpreted 
by a group.”

chief correspondent here for the 
London Times since 1925, announc- 
ing he must leave Germany before 
Sunday midnight because his re- 
porting of German internal condi- 
tions had tended to trouble En- 
glish-German relations. An _  ex- 
pulsion order served ‘ug. 9 on Eb- 
butt had set this deadline for his 
departure.

The Soviet ice breaker Krassin, 
carrying four planes to be used in 
the search, lay off Barrow today. 

Within the next two or three 
days, embassy officials at Washing- 
ton said, the Soviet searching 
party will be increased by five 
more planes, including the four 
aboard the Krassin.

PORT ARTHUR, Ont., Aug. 20.— 
(Canadian Press.)—Sir Hubert Wil- 
kins and his party of five took off 
today on their way to the Arctic to 
search for the missing Russian fly- 
ers. 

The flying boat’s next scheduled 
stop is at Fort Smith, Northwest 
Territory, 1200 miles away. At 
noon it passed over the Red Lake 
mining area, 225 miles northeast 
of Winnipeg. 

At Port Arthur, where Wilkins 
and his Canadian pilot Herbert 
Holleck-Kenyon spent the night, 
they took on toboggans, pumps, 
heaters, eiderdown and _ winter 
clothing. 

Their flying boat, purchased by

PLEA OF ARCHDUKE’S EX-WIFE 
FOR HAPSBURG AID REJECTED 


Postmasters’ Daughter for Whom 
Leopold Ferdinand Gave Up 
Rights, Lives in Poverty. 


VIENNA, Aug. 20.—A destitute 
elderly woman who once was beau- 
tiful Wilhelmine Adamovic Woel- 
fling, the postmaster’s daughter for 
whose love Archduke Leopold Fer- 
dinand sacrificed his royal rights, 
received word today a provincial 
court had refused her plea for an 


‘allowance from the Hapsburgs. She 


lives in a windowless, one-room 


tenement. 


“Now I ‘have no place to turn,” 
she said. “No hope, barely enough 
food, rags of clothes, scant fuel. 
All I have are memories.” 

Wilhelmine, 60 years old now, and 
dependent on the dole for her ex- 
istence, married Leopold in Switzer- 
land in July, 1903. He signed a 
contract promising to live outside 
Austria-Hungary, surrender his 
prerogatives and accept a yearly 
consideration of 40,000 gold marks. 
Half his allowance was to go to his 
widow after his death. 

But they were divorced in 1907. 
When Leopold died in Berlin as 
Leopold Woelfling, a porter, her al- 
lowance stopped. 

She told the court she lived on 
47 schillings (about $8.70) a month, 
which she receives from the dole 
and from charity.

poration totaled $609,289,917 in the 
last four years, records showed to- 
day.

The unpaid balance resulted 
largely from loans on the 1934 cot- 
ton crop. Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace said the corporation lost 
$23,000,000 in liquidating this loan 
of $300,000,000 and would lose an- 
other $30,000,000 if the collateral, 
of carryover cotton, were sold to 
today’s market.

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AMERICANS WALK OUT 
OF PALESTINE MEETING 


Non-Zionist Delegation Objects 
To Negotiations With 
Britain on Partition. 


By the Associated Press. 

ZURICH, Switzerland, Aug. 20.— 
The American non-Zionist delega- 
tion bolted a session of the political 
committee of the Jewish agency for 
Palestine today in a dispute over 
the’ British plan to partition Pal- 
estine into sovereign Jewish and 
Arabian states. 

The Americans, led by Felix M. 
Warburg, the New York banker- 
philanthropist, withdrew after the 
committee voted to recommend 
ratification of a Zionist congress 
solution that would open the way 
for negotiations with Britain on the 
partition scheme. 

The withdrawal was a protest 
against a ruling by the chairman, 
Prof. M. Speyer of Brussels Univer- 
sity, which halted debate on the 
proposal, 

Warburg demanded that the vote 
be postponed until just before the 
agency’s council meeting later to- 
day so he might clarify his group’s 
opposition to ratification of the 
congress resolution. 

The American group favors nego- 
tiations with Arab  leaders—not 
Britain—for establishment of a sin- 
gle Arabian-Jewish state in Pales- 
tine, Warburg said. 

The Zionist genera] council has 


not yet authorized negotiations with 
the British Government but is 
studying that possibility as ordered 
recently by the Zionist congress. 


Two days ago Warburg said that 
non-Zionist American Jews would 
withdraw co-operation from _ the 
Zionists if the negotiations were 
authorized. 

Warbwg explained after today’s 
walkout that the American dele- 
gation was supporting a substitute 
motion introduced by Dr. Judah 
Magnus, chancellor of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem, for ap- 
pointment of a committee of Zion- 
ists and non-Zionists to negotiate 
with Arab leaders toward estab- 
lishment of a bi-national state in 
Palestine. 


HOUSE VOTES TO ASSIST

$3,000,000 a Year Estimated to Be 
Available Under Provisions 
of Bill.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20. — The 
House today passed the Robertson- 
Pittman bill authorizing Federal 
aid to states in improvement and 
maintenance of wildlife restora‘*»n 
projects, including refuges and 
breeding grounds.’ 


The measure, which returns to 
the Senate, would authorize appro- 
priation of an amount equal to the 
revenue derived from the 10 per 
cent excise tax on sporting arms 
and ammunition for distribution to 
the states on a basis similar to that 
used in allocation of Federal high- 
way aid funds.

“The President of the United 
States has indicated,” he said, “that 
he thinks the time is about. ripe for 
amendment of our constitution,

Paved Highway Mileage. 
To the Editor 6f the Post-Dispatch: 

N. your editorial of July 27 entitled 

“Highway Needs of 1960,” you state 
that there are only 373,000 miles of high- 
ways improved with any kind of sur- 
face in this country. 

This is a mistake frequently made by 
those who read the reports of the Bureau 
of Public Roads, which has to do only 
with Federal aid and state highways. 
There are approximately 373,000 miles of 
highways under state control improved 
with any kind of surface. There are thou- 
sands of miles of roads not under state 
control that are improved with various 
types of surface. For example, most of 
the paved roads in St. Louis County are 
not under state control and are not in- 
cluded in the figuré of 373,000 miles. 

The facts are that there are more than 
1,000,000 miles of surfaced road in the 
country. The exact mileage will not be 
known until the highway planning sur- 
veys, which are now going on in prac- 
tically all the states, are completed.

turn over to Baum, Bernheimer & Co. of Kansas City. 
The Board of Fund Commissioners dares any reput- 
able brokerage house to appear Saturday morning at 
Jefferson City with $3,150,000 plus, in cash or certi- 
fied check, to pay down on unsigned bonds with no 
certainty of delivery. This is only one of the jokers 
with which the board has hedged its scheme. 

The proposal was made because the board members 
could not stand the heat to which their dark-lantern 
deal exposed them. The labored attempts at defense 
made by individual members were shattered as soon 
as they were uttered. Never have the people of Mis- 
souri been presented with a more clear-cut dem- 
onstration of scandal in high circles. 

How to get out of the mess? That is the question 
over which the board toiled industriously last 
Wednesday until a late hour in the afternoon. How 
to turn off the heat? How to make the board's first 
deal look good? At least, how to save a little face? 
The board’s effort to cover up was made public 
Wednesday evening. It was a crude piece of carpen- 
try. No decent journeyman would have owned it. 
But it was the best the sweating.and pahicky mem- 
bers of the board could contrive. 

It amounts to this, that the board will receive bids 
from any responsible financia] house tomorrow morn- 
ing, but under such harsh, ambiguous and unprece- 
dented requirements as to make it exceedingly doubt- 
ful that any investment firm could venture to meet 
them. 

Baum, Bernheimer & Co. paid a premium of $100,- 
000 on the bonds, and was required to deposit only 
$30,000. New bidders must offer, not $101,000, or 
$110,000 or $149,999, but at least $150,000. That is 
a characteristic of a stickup, not a proper auction. 
The cash—all of it—$3,150,000 plus, must be laid on 
the barrel-head, a condition never before required of 
a bidder. 

Worse, the thing is not a public sale in the true 
sense at all. It is tfprely a matter of receiving bids, 
subject to a later sale, if and when the board decides 
to order a later sale. 

The deal is made retroactive to July 20, when 
the private sale was made; the purchaser must com- 
pensate for any increase in the bond market since 
that time, but is not given credit for any possible 
decrease; finally, he must assume all the hazards of 
any litigation that may ensue. 

These and other conditions are designed, not to 
encourage bidding, but to hamstring it. 

But the crude carpentry betrays the board’s pur- 
pose. The public is not bamboozled that easily. It 
knows the boys are wearing false faces. It knows 
they are looking for an out. 

We do not believe that any investment firm will 
meet the board’s conditions. Suppose, however, one 
or more such firms should appear in Jefferson City, 
bid for the bonds in the regular way, ignoring the 
hamstringing conditions, and offer a premium of 
$150,000, thus presenting the State with a clear 
profit over the Baum, Bernheimer transaction of 
$50,000. 

Will the board turn it down? Will it toss $50,- 
000 into the wastebasket? In what light will it ap- 
pear before the people, who already have its number, 
if it declines this large sum of money and turns back 
to the shady deal with Baum, Bernheimer & Co.?

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MR. ROOSEVELT AT ROANOKE. 

The President was in good literary form at the 
Virginia Dare anniversary, but his temper was a bit 
edgy. Of course, there will be no indignant dissent 
when he calls Lord Macaulay a Tory gloomster who 
could see in American democracy only a rash, im- 
practical experiment, doomed ultimately to perish 
in the fury of a hungry but mounted Prince Mob, 
There will be none, either, to deny that we have with 
us today our own Macaulays, whom Mr. Roosevelt 
designated by groups, important persons, many of 
them, professing devotion to the principles embodied 
in our Constitution, but at heart disbelievers in de- 
mocracy and committed to government by class, by 
privilege, by wealth—the aristocratic state of nine- 
teenth-century England which Macaulay hymned. 

So, Mr. Roosevelt took occasion to reaffirm his 
faith in American democracy, in its capacity to meet 
and solve the problems of the present, even as it did, 
when legally unborn, in the harsh circumstances of 
our remote pioneerdom. 

There will be no vocal negative anywhere to the 
postulate that majority rule by which democracy 
functions must be preserved. It is trite to say, how- 
ever, that majority rule is not of itself democracy, 
no guaranty of democracy. Manifestly, majority rule 
can abolish democracy whenever it chooses. The 
thoughtful, moreover, will acknowledge that major- 
ity rule might, by mistaken or visionary leadership, 
be betrayed into unwittingly destroying democracy. If 
democracy, as defined in American philosophy, means 
equality of opportunity, paternalism, whatever its 
pretenses, is the antithesis of democracy. 

Is Mr. Roosevelt, by many of the policies he ad- 
vocates, steering us toward the Dead Sea of paternal- 
ism? Many citizens sincerely think he is. And those 
citizens are not identified with the contingents enu- 
merated by the President at Roanoke. They are not, 
necessarily, members of their community’s Chamber 
of Commerce. They never were Liberty Leaguefrs. 
They are not editors writing at the dictation of feud- 
alistic publishers. And, by the heavens and the 
glory thereof, they are not economic royalists. 

They are just old-fashioned citizens who cannot 
reconcile themselves to the notion that the Govern- 
ment owes them a living. They think it is primarily 
their job to look out for themselves. They see the 
Government at Washington clothing itself with ex- 
traordinary powers and passing handouts to a vast 
and steadily growing multitude. This old-fashioned 
citizen is not unmoved by the distress of his fellow 
men and, as a rule, he has in some measure tried 
to meet the humanitarian obligations thrust upon 
him by a whirling, industrialized civilization. As a 
sensible person, this citizen knows that his Govern- 
ment cannot provide indefinitely for its present army 
of dependents. And even if it could; he would de- 
plore and denounce such a practice as ruinously wrong; 
wrong not only in economics but fundamentally and 
murderously wrong as the debaucher of character. 

Mr. Roosevelt spoke earnestly of the awakening of 
the human spirit in that great movement known as 
the Renaissance. The immortal spokesman of that 
surging sweep of liberty was Erasmus. His voice 
rings down the ages, proclaiming the dignity of the 
individual, assailing the assumptions of omnipotence 
by any institution, ecclesiastical or political, by 
church or state. 

What Macaulay might say, were he here, about the 
centralization of power in Washington as Mr. Roose- 
velt proposes may only be conjectured, but, philo- 
sophically, the arch-Tory would find qualities in it 
to commend. To the High Priest of the Renaissance, 
paternalism would be anathema. 
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SACCO AND VANZETTI IN HISTORY. 

Gov. Hurley of Massachusetts, who recently vetoed 
a bill to repeal] the offensive teachers’ oath law in his 
State, is back in the news. This time he is out with 
a protest against the W P A guide to Massachu- 
setts because it gives more space to the Sacco-Van- 
zetti case than it does to the Boston Tea Party. The 
specific allotments are 41 lines for the case of the 
Italian shoe worker and fish peddler who went to 
their deaths on the morning of Aug. 23, 1927, as 
against nine lines for the painted and feathered col- 
onists who dumped 342 chests of British tea into 
Boston harbor on the night of Dec. 16, 1773. 

The answer to Gov. Hurley is a simple one. The 
case Of Sacco’ and Vanzetti is more important in his- 
tory. The vandalism of the outraged Bostonians was 
a picturesque but incidental event, fixed in the imag- 
ination chiefly because it lends itself to recounting 
Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti were persecuted by 
those who cared more about the preservation of local 
institutions than about guilt or innocence. Their con- 
viction and execution on insufficient evidence re- 
mains not only the blackest blot against justice in 
Massachusetts, but a cause celebre around the world. 
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KANSAS MURALS. 

Following Missouri’s example, Kansas is going to 
have some murals in its Statehouse, and murals mean 
controversy. John Steuart Curry will be the artist 
and attorney for the defense in Kansas, as Thomas 
Hart Benton has been in Missouri. Already, Kansans 
With set ideas are telling Curry what to put in and 
What to leave out, and just now the major taboo 
seems to be the dust storm. The committee in 
charge has taken its stand: “After all, the dust 
storms are not a part of Kansas history. They are 
a part of geological evolution.” 

We haven’t heard whether Mr. Curry is for or 
against dust storms, but State pride really should be 
able to endure a little geological evolution, artistical- 
ly poised above the more orthodox yellow wheatfields, 
golden sunflowers, rolling green prairie and cotton- 
wood trees. Jayhawkers, of course, aren’t proud 
of their occasional dust-laden zephyrs, but, as crusty 
old Cromwell said, it isn’t a portrait unless it’s 
“warts and all.”

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Problems of Child Adoption 


Obstacles to adoptions are not arbitrariness of agencies, but justifiably high standards 
and difficulty of filling applicants’ specifications, says authority in field; stresses 
importance of determining child's endowment and also fitness of foster-parents; 
greatest demand, he finds, is for youngsters under 3, whose number is limited.

has in recent years been manifested by an 

increasing number of books and articles 
dealing with the subject. One important 
question is whether there are more homes 
seeking children to adopt than there are 
children available. 

One writer contends there are a large 
number of children who might be placed for 
adoption, and that a large number of fam- 
ilies would be willing to adopt these chil- 
dren, but are denied the opportunity be- 
cause of the ill-advised policies of institu- 
tions and agencies. At best, we believe there 
is a limited element of truth in this claim. 

In our own community, many persons 
seeking children for adoption are unsuc- 
cessful in their search, but, in many in- 
stances, this may not be due to the lack 
of children, but rather to some shortcoming 
in the family which disqualifies it, or be- 
cause of the unavailability of the particular 
kind of child being sought. Most families 
want young children, usually under the 
age of 3, and the number of such children 
available for adoption is limited. 

Let us consider, then, why there seem so 
few children available. 

Most thoughtful persons will agree that 
children should not be removed from their 
own parents merely because a foster home 
offering better advantages can be found. 
The incapacity of the parents would have 
to be very fundamental to justify the sur- 
render of a child by them, and its place- 
ment with strangers.

The children placed for adoption are large- 
ly from two groups: full orphans, that is, 
children bereft of both father and mother, 
and the illegitimate children of unmarried 
parents. Orphanhood is responsible for only 
a small percentage of homeless children. A 
census taken in 1933 in St. Louis showed 
that of the 5798 children in orphanages and 
foster homes, only 418, or 7 per cent, were 
full orphans; the remainder were in need 
of foster care because of the more or less 
permanent incapacity of parents, based upon 
physical and mental health, defect of char- 
acter, etc. Eighty per cent of these children 
return to their own homes or the homes of 
relatives when they leave the orphanage or 
foster home. 

“Why,” you say, “with a large number 
of people wanting to take children into their 
homes, should not at least these 418 full or- 
phans be immediately absorbed into fam- 
ilies?” Many have brothers and sisters from 
whom they do not wish to be separated. 
Some have grandparents, aunts and uncles 
who are interested in them and with whom 
they might ultimately find a home, The 
largest proportion are older children, for 
whom it is difficult to find adoptive homes. 
A great many others have limited physical 
or mental endowment and are unsuitable for 
adoption. 

As to illegitimate children, an important 
factor is the right of the mother to decide 
for herself as-to whether she will keep her 
child or surrender it. Too often, the de- 
cision to separate an illegitimate child 
from its mother is made in great haste and 
later repented by those sharing in the de- 
cision, An unmarried mother may deeply 


regret her action a year or two later, when 
she may be in position to care for the child. 
Let us consider two of the important is- 
sues which have to be met by the prospec- 
tive foster-parents, if the best interests of 
the child and the foster-parents themselves 
are to be served. How can we be sure that 
the child available is possessed of the nec- 
essary qualities which give promise of phys- 
ical and mental growth? How can we be 
sure that the foster-parents are persons who 
should be intrusted with this responsibility, 
and how can we be sure that this particular 
child is best suited to a particular home? 
Agencies exercise every resource to de- 
termine the kind of endowment the child 
possesses, In all instances, they know some- 
thing about the heredity of the mother, and, 
in most instances, of the father as well. It 
is the practice of many agencies not to place 
a child under 6 months of age, so as to 
have at least that amount of opportunity 
to observe its development. Such agencies 
will share their knowledge of the child’s 


heredity and endowment with the prospec- . 


tive foster-parents. 
* « . 

On what basis might the agency refuse to 
give a child to those who ask for it? I can 
only indicate very generally some of the 
possible reasons for rejection. 

There are people who think of a child as a 
toy, not very different from a cat or a dog; 
something to dress up and play with while it 
is cute and little. They have no conception 
of the responsibilities of parents. There are 
cranks who are looking for a child on which 
to try out their various theories—of health, 
education, religion or whatnot. There are 
neurotic women who ask for a child as a 
cure; the doctor says they need to occupy 
their minds; a child in the house would do 
them good. There are failing marriages 
which hope to mend the situation by intro- 
ducing children. These, in addition to the 
parents who are financially, physically or 
morally unfit, are the types of people to 
whom the agency would not be justified in 
giving a child. 


TAXING NEW CITIZENS. 

From the Pittsburgh Press. 

NLESS we want aliens to live in this 

country without attempting to become 
American citizens—and we certainly don’t 
want that—it is absurd and wrong to put 
unnecessary difficulties in the way of citizen- 
ship. 

Yet, in Washington, the House Immigra- 
tion Committee has voted to double the cost 
of naturalization. The New Deal in 1934 
reduced that cost to its present level—from 
$10 to $30. Seven members of the House 
committee propose to put it back where it 
was before—from $20 to $50. Representative 
Sparkman of Alabama, in whose district 
aliens are few, sponsors the proposal, argu- 
ing that it would bring in a million dollars a 
year to raise the wages of employes in the 
naturalization service. 

These employes may need better pay, but 
it doesn’t seem sensible to give them better 
pay and at the same time less work by in- 
creasing the cost of becoming a citizen and 
so decreasing the number of aliens who can 
afford to become citizens.

Medical Book

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Paul B. 
Hoeber, 53 years old, medical book 
publisher, died today at Lenox Hill 
Hospital after a nine weeks’ illness.

Even 
then, the regulations provided “that 
no member shall be bound upon 
questions involving a construction 
of the Constitution of the United 
States, or upon which he made con- 
trary pledges to his constituents 
prior to his election or reecived 
contrary instructions by resolutions 
or platform from his nominating 
authority.” 

Under House regulations, a peti- 
tion to discharge a committee from 
consideration of any measure re- 
quires 218 signatures; after it is 
filed, the committee has 30 days in 
which to make reply. This process 
has frequently been wielded against 
other House committees, such as 
Agriculture, Judiciary and World 
War Veterans. But its employment 
against the Rules Committee has 
been extremely rare, since that body 
enjoys the status of an administra- 
tion group. In such infrequent in- 
stances, the Rules Committee, on 
being convinced that the petition 
would obtain enough signatures, has 
usually “beat its opponents to it” 
by reporting out the bill under con- 
troversy.

Pathologist and Former College 
Teacher Writes to Welfare 
Board.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Dr. Simon 
Robert Klein, a pathologist, has of- 
fered to exchange his scientific 
books for money with which to pay 
his rent on a flat at Astoria, where 
he lives with his wife and two un- 
employed sons. 

Writing to Victor Ridder, chair- 
man of the State Board of Social 
Welfare, Klein said he hesitated 
to apply for charity because “the 
Hungarians are a fiercely proud 
people.” 

His wife added the information 
that she and her husband had 
been ill for several years and that 
doctors had urged them to refrain 
from working. Unless the rent 
money is obtained, the family faces 
eviction, it was stated. 

Who’s Who in America lists Dr. 
Klein as a native of Hungary, where 
he was born Dec. 23, 1868. In 1895 
the Royal University of Budapest 
granted him a Ph. D. degree. His 
medical degree came from the Uni- 
versity of Vienna in 1900. That 
year he came to the United States 
and was naturalized. 

He taught at Fordham Univer- 
sity, New York; St. Mary’s College, 
Emmitsburg, Md., and from 1920-28 
was chief pathologist at the Nor- 
wich (Conn.) State Hospital for the 


Insane. Afterward he opened his 
‘own labortory for pathological 
bacteriological and biochemical 


work, also contributing articles to 
publications on medical and surgi- 
cal subjects,

Franco Thinks He Will CALIFOR 
Take Seaport in Week— 


His Forces Push Through 
Crumbling Government 
Defenses.

WITH INSURGENTS ON THE 
SANTANDER FRONT, Aug. 21.— 
Weather permitting, Gen. Francisco 
Franco expects his army to reach 
Santander possibly in the early part 
of next week and he anticipates the 
city may be his before another Sat- 
urday. 

Today, two southern columns of 
rebels hammered with almost mo- 


notonous success at dwindling Gov- | 


ernment defenses, with only 25 
miles of roadway to cover before 
they reach Santander, the Govern- 
ment’s last port of importance on 
the Bay of Biscay. 

Fighting in the Fog. 

In the mountains on Santander’s 
southwest, with one of these col- 
umns, this writer witnessed a fan- 
tastic battle of mud-smeared men 
struggling hand to hand in a drip- 
ping fog. 

For six days insurgent planes, 
artillery and infantry had blasted 
at the ever-receding * Government 
line, routing the Basques and the 
Asturian miners who are the back- 
bone of the northern defenses. 

Then down came the fogs, shroud- 
ing the mountain tops, soaking ev- 
eryone in mist and hiding attacker 
and attacked alike. Yesterday the 
Burgos road column of shock troops 
thrust through the fog at a point 
about 12 miles south of Torrelavega. 

Six battalions of Asturians, about 
3000 in all, were waiting on the 
mountainsides, protected by the fog 
from Franco’s artillery and planes. 


The insurgents went on like men | 


feeling their way in the dark and 
the writer came fumbling along just 
behind the troops. Suddenly the 
air was full of bullets. Machine 
guns chattered. 


Men Fight by Sound. 


The antagonists were like blind 
men—unable to see each other in 
the mists. They fought by sound. 
Occasionally small groups would 
run into each other creeping 
stealthily through the fog and then 
— would be hand-to-hand fight- 
ng. 

Battalions of Asturian miners, 
acknowledged by insurgents to be 
the toughest fighters in the north- 
west, sniped from behind boulders 
and the crests of ravines through- 
Out the day. 

The insurgents fired and threw 
hand grenades in the direction of 
he sounds and then crawled slow- 


or forced a retreat. 

Insurgent soldiers crouched and 
climbed from rock to rock. One 
straightened up and plunged face 


throat. 

Another, with a broken leg, tried 
to hop to safety but slid off into the 
murk down the hillside. There 
were many casualties, but the in- 
a eents pressed forward, groping 
a most to the muzzles of the Asturi- 
ans’ rifles and machine guns.
